ANNUAL REPORT July 2019 — June 2020

This report covers the activities of the State Board of Professional Counselors and Therapists for the
period of July 1, 2019 through June 30, 2020.

The State Board of Professional Counselors and Therapists (the “Board”) functions under Health
Occupations Article, Title 17, Annotated Code of Maryland. The Board is the licensure and certification
authority of alcohol and drug counselors, art therapists, behavior analysts, marriage and family therapists,
and professional counselors in the State of Maryland. The Board is mandated to regulate these
professions by verifying individuals’ credentials, issuing licenses and certificates, establishing
requirements for and verifying completion of continuing education hours, investigating complaints based
on alleged violations of statutes and regulations, imposing formal and informal disciplining of licensees
and certificate holders, establishing committees as deemed appropriate to advise the Board, and to submit
an annual report to the Governor and Secretary.

Mission
The Mission of the Board of Professional Counselors and Therapists is to protect the citizens of

Maryland and to promote high quality health care in the fields of professional counseling, alcohol and
drug counseling, marriage and family therapy, art therapy and behavior analysis.

Meetings
During the year, the Board held 10 open and administrative session meetings.

The Board consists of 13 members: four licensed clinical professional counselors, three licensed clinical
alcohol and drug counselors, three licensed clinical marriage and family therapists, one licensed clinical
professional art therapist, and two consumer members.
